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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a continuation of 09/376,184, filed August 17, 1999, now abandoned, 
which is a continuation of 08/987,867, filed December 9, 1997, now patent number 6,063,384, 
which is a continuation of 08/389,459, filed February 15, 1995, now patent number 5,817,512, 
which is a continuation of 08/087,009, filed July 1, 1993, now abandoned. 

Applicants amendment filed August 8, 2000 has been received and entered. The 
specification has been amended. Claims 1-15 are pending and currently under examination. 

Election/Restriction 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
L Claims 1-22, drawn to a method for encapsidating a poliovirus nucleic acid, 

classified in class 435, subclass 325, class 435, subclass 235.1, class 435, subclass

II. Claims 23-26, drawn to an encapsidated poliovirus, classified in class 435, 
subclass 325. 

III. Claims 27-34, drawn to an immunogenic composition comprising a recombinant 
poliovirus expressing an immunogenic protein, classified in class 435, subclass 
325, class 435, subclass 69.7, class 435, subclass 71.1. 
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IV. Claims 35-45, drawn to a method of stimulating the immune system of a subject, 
classified in class 424, subclass 93. L class 435, subclass 71.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II-III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
poliovirus can be made by different methods such as in vitro assembly of a virion. Further, the 
method can be used to encapsidate other polynucleotides. The differences between the 
inventions are further underscored by their divergent classification and independent search status. 

Inventions II-III and IV are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the method of stimulating the immune system of a subject can 
be accomplished by administration of other antigens or other vectors expressing antigens. 
Further, the products can be used to infect cells in vitro for the production of an antigen in 
culture. 
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Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
recombinant vectors of group II do not express immunogenic antigens and the recombinant virus 
of group III are specifically made to express antigens. In each case the polynucleotide sequences 
comprised in the vectors are unique. The recombinant vectors of group II do not express an 
antigen so they would not be useful in stimulating an immune response in a patient or to express 
a foreign antigen in culture. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification and divergent subject matter restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
